According to both Dean O’Bryan 
and Billie Ann Pace of Career Services 
and Counseling, some of the reasons 
for this poor academic success include 
a difficult transition from high school 
to college, an over involvement in the 
social scene, television, and poor time 
management.

probation is if he or she takes 12 hours 
and does not earn at least four quality 
points. 

This means even if a freshman 
only passes a three hour physical 
education class with the grade of an A 
and fails the rest of hisor her classes he 
or she cannot be put on academic 
probation. 

Academic probation is defined on 
page 15 of the '83-’84 UTM Bulletin as 
follows: "A student will automatically 
be placed on academic probation at the 
end of any quarter if he/she fails to 
meet the academic standard listed 
under the graduated sliding scale for 
academic continuation.” (The sliding 
scale is listed on page 17 of the 
Bulletin.) 

The student will be placed on 
academic suspension at the end of the 
next quarter if he/she does not reduce 
his/her quality point deficiency 


blood donor program, and for donors 
and volunteers to reaffirm their 
commitment to the program as well as 
interesting others in becoming 
donors," said Holland. 

“We hope to get 200 or more pints a 
day to reach our goal of 400 pints for 
the drive,” said Randy Smith, 1st vice- 
president of the UTM chapter of Alpha 
Phi Omega, National Service 
Fraternity and sponsor of the blood 
drive.

Pace has begun a program called the 
Academic Intervention Program to 
help better the academic success of 
over 133 freshmen who had below a2.0 
GPA. 

Though the program has only 133 
people involved now there are 481 first 
quarter freshmen out of 983 who did 
not make a 2.0 or better. This is 49 
percent of the ’83-’84 freshman class. 

The Academic Intervention 
Program consists of two parts 
involving both the faculty advisors and

From that center, the blood is sent to 
hospitals all over West Tennessee 
and parts of Western Kentucky 
including St. Jude Children’s 
Research Hospital, one of the A Phi O 
chapter's philanthropies.

Winter blood drive goal set at 400 
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Red Cross drive 
asks for help 

Ever notice the annoying “that’s okay, but not for me" tendency that 
crops up where charities or anything like them are concerned? 

For example, the Red Cross will be holding its annual blood drive Jan. 
25-26 in the UC Ballroom from noon to 6 p.m. each day. Their goal is 200 
pints a day. since this is the most critical time of year for blood shortages. 

And while most people will agree that this is a worthwhile, important 
cause, how many will come up with excuses for not giving bloood? 

Okay, okay, admittedly you've been hit over the head several times each 
year with reasons why you should give blood. But-just for fun-let’s look at 
the reasons most people give for not giving. 

1. “I’m afraid of needles.” A valid excuse, more or less, but probably a 
sign of a deeper psychological problem. You probably have a tendency to 
shuffle around muttering. “They’re all out to get me with machine guns,” 
and wear dark glasses a lot. Seek qualified help immediately. 

2. “There’s not really a severe blood shortage, they just say that." You 
probably don't believe people really landed on the moon, either, or that the 
Redskins won the Super Bowl last year.

Is age increase easy way out

In state legislatures across this 
nation, more and more attention has 
been given to decreasing the number 
of incidents involving drunken 
drivers. 

Since 1981. to be caught driving 
while under the influence in Tennessee 
is punishable by a fine, a 48-hour jail 
sentence and a loss of driver’s license. 

These measures encourage many 
ordinarily responsible citizens who 
have overindulged think twice before 
making the drive home across town, 
and this tougher law has probably 
saved more that a few lives. 

In hopesofdecreasingthenumberof 
fatal accidents involving alcohol even 
more. Tennessee legislators are now 


considering passing a law to raise the 
legal drinking age from 19 to 21. 

Apparently, legislators feel that the 
two years difference will be enough to 
make the legal drinker more 
responsible in his indulgences, thus 
decreasing the number of drunken 
drivers. 

Unfortunately, the legislators seem 
to be overlooking the fact that there is 
absolutely no difference between a 19- 
year-old drunken driver and a 21-year 
old drunken driver. Both are equally 
deadly, and neither is more 
responsible than the other. 

By the age of 14. teenagers are 
experimenting with alcohol, and some 
have begun to develop drinking 
patterns. They are being raised in a 
society which encourages drinking for 
social reasons, especially on holidays 


and celebrated occasion. 

If these teenagers decide to drink, 
they will. Whether the legal drinking 
age is 19 or 21. the teenagers will gain 
possession of alcohol. 

These same young teenagers are 
emotionally capable of learning a 
responsible attitude towards alcohol 
just as they must learn responsible 
attitudes toward school and work. 

Of course, it’s illogical to consider 
lowering the drinking age to 14, but 
raising it from 19 to 21 seems to be the 
equivalent of treating a malignant 
tumor with a band-aid. The problem is 
beneath the surface. 

Does age really matter? 

Drifting around society are many 
myths about alcohol. Parents seem to 
feel it’s better for their children to be 
drinking wine or beer instead of hard

liquor, but there is no difference in the 
alcoholic content of five ouncesof wine. 
12 ounces of beer or a one-and-a-half 
ounce shot of whiskey. 

Perhaps we could take the 
responsibility of passing on thistypeof 
information to our children, dealing 
with it honestly and in the child's best 
interest. 

Whether a drunk is 19 or 21. his 
problem is his attitude. 

The easiest way todeal with drunken 
driving is to pass some legislation that 
would raise the legal drinking age, 
making us feel like we've dealt with 
the problem. 

Being honest with ourselves, our 
answer lies in taking the responsibility 
and concern to educate our children 
about the results of alcohol use.

Young drinkers—is their fun killing them?

In March 1982. nine teenagers irvh- ,'fo get it. 


van were killed when they tried to beat 
a train in Mineola. N.Y, They were 
drunk. 

Up until 1976. an average of 5000 
teenagers died each year in drunken 
driving accidents. 

Since this time, many states have 
tried to cut down this tragic number of 
fatalities by raising the drinking age 
by one to three years 

The results have been dramatic. 
Time magazine reports that “In at 
least eight ststea/aTSgher drinking 
age was foliow^jKftj" a 28 percent 
reduction in nighttime fatal accidents 
involving 18 to 21-year-olds." 


The point is that if there are strict 
laws prohibiting drinking under age 
21. the people who try to buy liquor 
illegally, will find out that it won’t be 
nearly as easy. and. if thfcy get caught, 
the punishment is going to be tough. 

Many people believe that if a person 
is old enough to be drafted, then that 
person should be able to choose 
whether or not to drink. 

But what these people seem to have 
forgotten is that the teen-age years are 
a time of rebellion, a time when too 
many feel that they need to party the 
night away and really live it up before 
the party’s over and they find 
themselves in an adult world. 


During war, our nation puts a great 
deal of responsibility on 18 -10 20-year- 
olds. But it is a time of crisis and most 
kids, when faced with the seriousness 
of the situation, perform well. 

But accepting responsibility during 
a time of national crisis and accepting 


the responsibility that teen-agers have 
to themselves and to innocent victims 
when it comes to drinking are two 
different issues. 

To many of them, drinking is just a 
fun way to spend their time. The ironic 
part is that their fun is killing them. 


The Pacer 
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doesn't find much in common. He 
perceives most American youth today 
as fairly quiet conformists set in their 
ways. According to him. most young 
people in America do not seem to care 
what is going on in the rest of the 
world. 

“Young people in Germany have 
been demonstrating against the 
deployment of nuclear missiles, as 
you've no doubt heard. It reminds me 
of the '60's in America but compared to 


games and the excitement that goes 
with them. 

The winter weather here is not all 
that bad to Jung. The springs and 
autumns in Germany are about the 
same weather-wise as our winters at 
Martin. 

“When I first got here in September 
the weather was very humid and 
almost tropical compared to what I 
was used to in Germany-the air was 
dull!" 

His artistic soul comes through 
when he describes our sunsets in West 
Tennessee. "I love the sunsets here. 
The sky's colors, purple, orange and 
pink, are unusual and beautiful. We 
don’t have as glorious a sunset as you 
have here." he said. 

“I like it here-Tve learned to 
appreciate the limitations of a small 
community," said Jung. 

American food-particularly the 
variety offered in the cafeteria -does 
not always appeal to Jung, but he 
makes do with what he can.

Fla, is the host city for the 
18th Super Bowl which takes place 
this Sunday. The biggest question is 
can the Washington Redskins repeat 
their victory performanceofayear ago 
To do this they must overcome the L. A. 
(1 still call them Oakland) Raiders. 
Both of these teams were perdicted by 
many to be playing in the Super Bowl. 
Let us take a look at each team. 


The Washington Redskins won last 
year’s Super Bowl 27-17 over the 
Miami Dolphins. They have continued 
their winning ways this year. In Joe 
Gibb's three years as head coach the 
■Skins have compiled a 36-11 record. 
This year they are 16-2 with the only 
two blimishes being an opening game 
loss to the Cowboys, 31-30, and Green 
Bay beat them. 48-47. on Monday night 
of the season’s seventh week. 

Washington is made up of many 
different parts. There are the Hogs 
(offensive line), the Fun Bunch 
(receivers), the Smurfs (small wide 
receivers) and the Pearl Harbor Crew 
(defensive backs). You cannot leave out 
John Riggins, who runs behind the 
Hogs and Joe Theismann. who was the 
MVP of the National Football 
Conference this year. 

The Hogs are made up of Pro 
Bowlers: left tackle Joe Jocoby, left 
guard Russ Grimm and center Jeff 
Bostic. Other Hogs are right guard 
Mark May and right tackle George 
Starke. They allowed Riggins to rush 
an average of 25 ti mes for 84 yards per 
game. 

The Fun Bunch is led by Charlie 
Brown and Art Monk. Brown caught 
78 passes this year with eight going for 
touchdowns. Monk was on the 
receiving end of 47 passes, five for 
touchdowns. Joe Washington and Nick 
Giaquinto are situation players 
usually coming in on passing

situations. Washington has 51 
receptions. 6 for TDs and Giaquinto 
has 29 catches. With the loss of All-pro 
punt return Mike Nelms. Giaquinto 
is also handling punt returns. 

Theismann is having a year that 
many just dream of. Thus far. he has 
completed 60.6 percent of his attempts 
for 4245 yards. He has 32 TDs to his 
credit and only 12 interceptions 
(including four in the regular season 
finale against the Giants). 

Riggins has rushed 436 times for 
1589 yards and 29 TDs this season. 


The defensive unit is led by Pro 
Bowlers Dave Butz and Mark 
Murphy. Butz along with Darryl 
Grant, Dexter Manley. Rich Milot. Mel 
Kaufman. Neal Olkewic and others 
limited the opposition to a league-low 
80.6 yards rushing per game this 
season. 

Murphy heads the secondary or the 
Pearl Harbor crew. In the ’Skins two 
loses this year the pass coverage was 
less than adequate. However, in recent 
games they have shut down Danny 
White. Vince Ferragamo and Joe 
Montana (even though he was 27 of 48 
including three fourth-quarter 
touchdowns). 

Other areas of the team are fairly 
sound. Kicker Mark Moseley was the 
MVP in the NFL last year. This year 
he was 37-55 overall and 27-34 inside 
the 40; however, he has been 
inconsistent at times as was the case 
against the 49ers. Jeff Hayes punted 
for a 38.5 yard average and has shown 
he can run with the ball. It should also 
be noted that for the year Washington 
has a turnover score of plus 47. 

The Raiders on the other hand are 
made up of cast-offs, people nobody 
wanted. 

Jim Plunkett has been given up on 
many times, this year included. He 
was the starter at the first fo the season 
and then was benched in favor of Marc 
Wilson. When Wilson was injured 
Plunkett came in and directed the 
Raiders to the Super Bowl as he had 


done in 1980-81 when he replaced an 
injured Dan Pastorini and led the 
Raiders to a Super Bowl victory over

Barnwell 
added 43 receptions. 

The main cog of the Raiders offense 
is Marcus Allen. Allen can beat you 
running or catching the ball. So far 
this year, he has rushed for 1289 yards 
with 11 TDs and caught 80 passes for 3 
more TDs. 

Oakland’s (I’m sorry L.A.'s) heart 
and soul is its defense.

They 
are very physical and put fear in the 
opposition by intimidating them. The 
leader of the group is defensive end 
Lyle Alzado. Their game plan is the

Davis. Vann McElroy and nickel back 
Ted Watts. These people will provide 
Theismann all the challenge he needs. 

Ray Guy continues to provide 
excellent punting. Only 35 of his 79 
regular season punts were returned. 
Kicker Chris Bahr was 25-for-31 on 
field goals, including his last 10 in a 
row. He showed a strong leg by hitting 
six of nine field goals over 50 yards. 

Washington has been made a three- 
to-four point favorite by the odds- 
makers. I tend to agree and predict the 
'Skins to win 31-27.

Before we begin this report let's 
examine radio “happenings” in 1983 
for a moment. 

Radio has taken on sounds from 
Album Oriented Rock to Adult 
Contemporary to Urban Contempor¬ 
ary.

Now that I think about it, this album 
contains basically the same tracks as 
their previous album, which are also 
slightly rearranged. 

Oh well, that's about all that needs to 
be said.

Kerosene heaters 
can be dangerous

He said that the trucks which 
deliver the kerosene have three to four 
fuel compartments; and if gasoline has 
just been pumped before the kerosene, 
there is gas left in the pump which will 
be emptied into the kerosene tank if 
the pump is not purged. 

"Buying kerosene in a pre-packaged 
container is safer than buying it in 
bulk,” stated Chief Williams. 

Sixteen ounces of kerosene will 
produce an explosion equivalent to one 
produced by seven pounds of 
dynamite, said Chief Williams, which 
he believes will lead to a regulation of 
laws concerning kerosene heaters in 
the qear future. 

"Personally, I would not own one,” 
stated Chief Williams. 

According to Chief Williams, all 
gas-burning appliances are vented, yet 
kerosene heaters are not vented. 

Since kerosene is a liquid fuel, it 
consu mes oxygen and th is presen ts the 
danger of suffocation. 

Chief Williams concluded that the 
proper fuel should be used, the heated 
area should be well-ventilated and all 
instructions should be followed 
carefully to avoid any mishaps. 


Subzero temperatures and rising 
heating bills have led many people to 
find a cheaper way of heating and, 
possibly, an easier way to kill 
themselves. 

Recent explosions of kerosene 
heaters in Weakley County led to an 
interview last Thursday with Martin 
Fire Chief N.B. "Buster” Williams 
who said that although kerosene 
heaters are economical, they are also 
very dangerous if proper precautions 
are not taken. 

"They will kill you if you don’t watch 
them,” said Chief Williams. 

Chief Williams said that 
instructions with the heaters present 
several warnings, especially the fact 
that only pure kerosene is to be used 
and also that local fire codes are to be 
followed. 

He added that there are no local fire 
codes for kerosene heaters. 

Chief Williams explained that the 
explosions of kerosene heaters are 
probably due to the use of impure 
kerosene bought in bulk at gas 
stations. 
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
